1. The Licutenant-Governor is gratified to learn that the total amount of 
subscriptions to the fund in aid of the rclief operations in the fever-stricken 
districts of the Burdwan division has reached Rs. 24,430. 
that the Commissioner will be good enough to convey the thanks of Govern- 
ment to all subscribers. More than sixty dispensaries as well as twelve food 
relief depots were, or are now open daily in the districts of Burdwan and 
Hooghly; ucarly 40,000 poople receive medical treatment daily. ‘The dispen- 
saries are still being maintained, though the fever has much abated ; for the 
medical authorities consider the people who have been weakened by this year’s 
fever ought to be braced up by continual treatment against the too probable 
return of epidemic fever at the end of the rainy season.

{ nave the honor to submit in original the annual report with tho financial statements 
of the Municipality of Ooterparah, whicl: have been forwarded to this office by the Magistrate 
of Hoogbly. 

2. The roport is satisfactory and calls for few remarks. The collections have been 
promptly and punctually made, which is perhaps the most importaut point in the working 
of a municipality, as the existence of auy thing like a heavy arrear is always indicative of 
mismanagement or ovcr-ussessment, or of the annoyance of what is popularly termed * dunning.” 

3. The municipality has an ample balance in hand to provide for its future wants, and 

«whilst the works which have been necessary for the comfort and health of the peoplo have been 
at out, the requisite protection to life and property has been afforded by the municipal 

It is very satisfactory to note that the municipality has been free from the out 
break of uny epidemic dincase during the year. 


4. ‘The consue of the town taken through the municipality on 26th January 1872 
shows that there were 4,175 inhabitants within the municipal limits, The total annual demand 
tor the monicipal tax is Re. 5,174, so that the personal incidence of taxation is not heavy.*

In accordance with the instrnctions contained in a letter, No. 74, dated 28th 
ultimo, from the Commissioner of the Bnrdwan division to your address, forwarded with 
your memorandum No, 4, dated 4th inetant, I have the honor to submit tho report on the 
admigistration of this municipality, together with the annuul cash account and statement of 
demands, collections, and balances for the year 1871-1872, 

2. The agaregate receipts, including the etsh balance of the previous year, amounted 
to Re, 6,587-12-74; the total expenditure amounted to Rs, 4,116-14-3, leaving a cash balance 
on the 81st March 1872 of Re, 2,470-14-43. 

3. Of the entire demand Rs. 5,174-13-24, there ‘was an outstunding balance of 
Rs, 158-7-1 at the close of the year, of which Rs. 17-7 are to be struck off’ as irrecoverable. 

4. The metalled roads of this town are in order, requiring petty repairs here and 
there ; and the metalling of a portion of the Chatterjee Strect to the east of the Railway, which 
was incomplete last year, is now completed; the subscriptions for that purpose which were 
raiged last yenr are in course of realization. 

5. Ail the kuteha roads of this town are also in good order, excepting some requiring 
petty repairs, which are now in progress. 

6. A latrine for the uso of the public at Chuck Bally is now under construction by a 
contractor for Rs. 280, which 1 have every reason to believe may ‘be opened within a month, 

7. A plot of land measuring 2 boegahs and 4 cottah, which was proposed to be taken for 
deporiting night-soil, and of which the public declaration was made, hns not yet been taken 
possession, as ite owners have not been compensated as yet. ° 

Regarding the sanitary state of this town, I am happy to report that there was no 
outbreak of any epidemic diseascs during the past year, as the town is kept in a cleanly state, 
and that there was not consequently more mortality than usual. 

‘The ceneus of this town, which was taken under the supervision of Baboo Beejoy 
Kissen Mookerjee on the 25th of January last, shows that the town contains 4,175 inhabitants. 

10, Iam also happy to report that not a single important case of burglary and theft 
of any kind has come tomy notice since last year, and this is owing to the efficiency of the 
Jocal police, which did its duty satisfactorily. The head constable, Curralee Churn Banoorjee, 
who bas recently taken leave, deserves some fuvorable mention.

Dr. Robingon’s inspection remarks be executed in the office of the Civil Surgeon. 
Extract from Dr. Saunders’ report on the conduct and qnalifications of Medical Subordinates 
employed on special duty in the district of Burdwan, dated 6th April 1872. 
* * * * * 


68. Having now gone into detail regarding the conduct of the subordinate medical 
staff, I have enabled the Inspecior-General to know how fhe work 
has been carried on in this zilluk better than I could slmost by 
any other mode of procedure. Dr. Brown will eee that miny men have done well, some 
exceptionally so; and bearing in mind the indifferent nature of the material which we have 
had to deal with, and the difficulty which the department had to encounter in the first 
Jistance on account of the paucity of medical subordinates, I hope he will consider that 
a great deal of zood service has been done under circumstances of exeeptional diffienlty. 

64, Onall siles—from the Sunitary Commissioner, from the Civil Surgeon, the Magistrate, 
and the Native Medical Stuif—I hear of the positively great beuefit to the people which har 
resulted from the carrying out of the liberal wearares which have received the authorization of 

_the Bengal Government. “His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor will bo glad to know that large 
numbers of the community have derived great Lenefit from the medical treatment which has been 
carried out under the orders which have been communicated to the subordinates employed, and 
that a very important reduction in the rates of murat in the district has been secured. 

65. Dr. Juckson’s perronal observations during the Inst two months confirm this view of 
the case ; but he and all ‘owe who have had experictice of the health and general condition of 
the people declare that, as m result of repeated attacks of fever, many of the people are now 
suffering from organic diseases which may be considered as the sequel of these fever, and that 
if permaneut,good is to be secured, medical (and in some instances food) relief must be 
continued to them for some time longer, and perhaps throughout the year. 

66. Concurring as I do generally in this view of the case, I must urgo on the attention 
of Government the necessity for carrying on the present medical organization until the district, 
magisterial, and medical officers can report a permanent improvement in the condition of the 
people and the absence of the signs of organic disease. 

67. The general belief of the medieal officers is to the effect that, of those who have 
suffered from severe fever since September last and are still alive, at least three-fifths of them 
are suffering from enlarged gpleen, whilst many of these and of the remaining two-fifths are 
anemic or dropsical, or are eulfering from the colliquative diarrhwa, which is one of the con- 
cumitants of enlarged spleen. : 

68. I cannot close this report without pointing out that with such people and in such a 
morbid condition, no permanent improvement can be calculated on that is not secured by con. 
tinual watchfulness in relation to food support. Most of these people belong to the indigent 
classes, and it is impossible that they ean be restored to nealth unless they are well and corel 
nursed and fed, uutil they shall be uble to goto work again and to provide the means of support 
to their families. 

69, As far as I ean ascertain from inquiry and observation, the district having dried up, 
the actual causes in operation in producing disease in the autumnal and winter months are now 
in abeyance, and unless it be relapses in old chronic euses, fever is not now rife in the Burdwan 
district ; but with the coming rains and the suisequent drying up of the land, the exciting 
causes of disease will again he in active force, and if the poor impoverished creatures who are 
now suffering from the sequelw of past attaciss of fever are not brought into a sound hygienio 
condition, they. will again sntfer, and death will be the result. 7 

70, I must now allude to the special organization which bas been carried out for 
managing these dispensaries during the past season, English medical offivers were not avail- 
able at the time, and sub-assistant surgeons were appointed as inspecting officers to supervise 
and control the action of the inferior clasp subordinates who were in medical charge of dispen- 
‘aries; and as this was the only"plan feasible at the time, all we could do was to await the 
result and aot on our experience for the future, a 

71, With the aid of past experience I now pronounce that plan a faulty one ; for although 
we have bad a good medical officer in D. B. Datt, and a fairly good one in Preonauth Bose, 
I think it abundantly clear that to secure good and reliable results we should have English 
officers here—not young assistant wargeons like Dr. Robinson, who are themselves: wantiig ‘in 
experience, but men of some years’ residence in India, who are specially fitted for the work, they 
might be covenanted or uncovenanted officers, but they should be able to speak Be uy:be af 
active habits, and, abuve all, be interested in the work. a

Proposal to remove the Calcutta Native Hospital. 


( RESOLUTION.)

A letter dated 15th October 1871, and subsequent memoranda, from the Surgeon-Super- 
intendent of the Calcutta Native Hospitul. 
Read— + 
A petition signed by nearly 800 inhabitants of Calcutta, 
Rend again— 
‘The Lieutevant-Governor’s review of the report of tho Governors of the Native Hospital 
for the year 1871. 
Rusoiution.—The Calcutta Native Hospital is now situated in Dhurrum- 
tollah Street, in-patients are there treated, and the hospital officials live there. 
Attached to the institution are three branch dispensaries,—one in the north of 
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‘the native town, known as the Chitpore Road Dispensary; a second, known as ' 
the Guranhatta Dispensary and a third in the Circular Road, known as the 
Park’Street (or Circular Road) Dispensary. The Superintendent of the hospital 
and the Governors now propose to sell the Dhurrumtollah Hospital and premises 
and with the money so obtained to build a new hospital at Prosonno Coomar 
Tagore’s Ghft on tho river bank. ‘he grounds for leaving the old premises 
aro, that they are old; they arc much shut. in by houses; they are not suited 
for a hospital, and cannot be made suitable; and are not‘very healthy. ‘The 
arguments in favor of the site now selected are, that it can be had for nothing; 
it will be very healthy, having a river frontage; its air will be pure; its 
situation is central for the greater part of the native town; the nitive popula- 
tion like the site; and the descendants of Prosonno Cuomar Tagore are in 
favor,of the scheme, as also are the Port Commissioners. A new hospital on 
this site could have separate wards for different classes of cases; it could 
have water laid on; and could be of the most approved design. 

2. The financial prospects of the scheme are estimated by the Surgeon- 
Superintendent to stand thu :

It is observed that one of the Governors was in some doubt whether the 
Dhurrumtollah premises would really yield the fall sum on which the Surgeon. 
Superintendent reckoned. No provision is made to mest the interest on the 
money with which the new hospital will have to be built; and until the new 
building is ready, the Dhurrumtollah and Guranhatta institutions must both be 
maintained. Ir is not proposed to touch the endowment fund of the hospital— 
about three lakhs of rupees; so that the institution will still have its present 
income, whether the present scheme be carried out or not. 

*  g. If the scheme be carried out, then it is propo-ed to close the Guran- 
hatta Dispensary, as the area sorved by that dispensary lies close to the site of 
the proposed new hospital. ‘Their scheme includes the retention of the branch 
dispensary in the Chitpore Rod and the establishment of a new dispensary 
on or near the sito of the present hospital. ‘The Governors propose also to 
close the Park Street Dispensary. 

4. The petitioners who are against the proposed change, urge that the 
Native Hospital his a vory central position in Dhurrumtolluh, and that the city 
will suffer if the hospital be removed therefrom. 

5. After considering the whole matter and discussing it with Dr. 
Macnamara, the Lieutenant-Governor has some doubts about the proposed 
change ; he thinks that the present hospital is extremely useful; that it is in a 
part of the town where it is much wanted; where accidents from horses and 
carriages for instance are common. Moreover, the scheme. contemplates the 
Sale ug only of the Dhurrumtollah premises, but also of another dispensary, 
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‘ A result of the scheme would be that one of the dispensaries connected with the 
institution would be reduced. It is proposed, indeed, to make provision for a 
new dispensary in Dhurrumtollah near the site of the present, hospital ; but the 
details of the way in which the cost of this new dispensary ‘and its buildings 
will be met are not quite clear. On the other hand, the Lieutenant-Governor ig 
prepared to admit that the provision of a new hospital on the Strand Bank 
may be a yory desirable arrangement, and Dr, Macnamara says there are strong 
opinions in favor of the change. : 

6. On the whole, the Licutenant-Governor considers that the best way 
will be to publish the correspondence, and to invite the opinion of the various 
interests concerned. When the scheme shall have been somo little time bofore 
the public, and a full expression of opinion has been evoked, the Government 
will decido what steps it can take in the matter.

I ure you will kindly submit the enclosed memorial and correspondence 
to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, soliciting him to allow the 
Governors of the Calcutta Native Hospital to build a new hospital on the site 
mentioned in the memorial. 

‘Che reasons which havo led the Governors to wish to rebuild the Native 
Hospital are mentioned in the accompanying letter (marked A), and from the 
names appended to the memorial it is evident that the influential native 
inhabitunts of Calcutta are almost unanimously in favor of the change; this 
seems @ matter of importance, because, should the Government at any fature 
time find it necessary to lessen their subscriptions to the hospital, the place 
must be closed unless supported by the richer classes of the native community. 
It was for the treatment of surgical cases among their poorer brethren the 
institution was established some eighty years ago, and the main object of the 
plan now proposed is (1) that the sick may receive the advantage of pure air 
and proper hospital aceommodation ; (2) that the institution being removed to 
within sight and easy ac of the native quarter of the town, it may attract 
the attention and support of those who can well afford assistance, but who are 
never likely to see the place, and much less inspect or take much interest in it 
under existing circumstance: 

The accompanying letters marked B and C explain the reasons under 
which the grant of land montioued in the memorial was made over by Govern- 
ment to the late Hon'ble Prossono Cvomar Tagore. It appears the Commis- 
sioners for making Improvements in the Port of Oulcutta cannot make use of 
the land in question, and it is equally ccrtain the executors of the late Hon’ble 
Prossono Coomr Tagore can do nothing with it; nevertheless the place is 
useliss for the purposes of a ghat, the river having left the buildings erected 
for that purpose some distance inland. It is to be observed, however, that 
those most immedintely interested in the property of the late, Prossono Coomar 
Tagore, viz Raja’ endra Mohun ‘Tagore and one of Prossono Coomar Tagoré’s 
executors, have signed the memorial, together with the heads of the various 
ranches of the Tagore family, requesting the Government to resume the land 
known as Prossono Coomar Tagore’s ghit, in order that a Native Hospital may 
de erected on tho spot. 

In a letter (Home Department, No. 769, dated the 22nd October 1852,) 
the Governor-General declares that the river bank “ shall be used permanently 
and exclusively for purposes of public utility connected with the trade, the 
traffic, ihe health, and connenienve of the community,” the proposed hospital 
would seem to fulfil the majority of tle purposes mentioned in this order, and 
will therefore it is hoped render the scheme acceptable to Go¥erument.*°  *

sIt is hardly necessary for me to remind you that the Native Hospital was established 
by Marquis Cornwallis in the Fonzdatee House, Chitpore Road, in 1793, for the rolief 
of “the native inhabitants of Caleutta in general, and more particularly for the laboring 
part of them.” During the time the institution remained in the Chitpore Road the native 
subscribers were uumeroue, For reasons however unknown to me the hospital was removed 
in ]797 to the premises wo now occupy in Dhurrumtollah, and in 1825 dispensaries wore 
established in Park Street and Gurrunhatta, and subsequently in Chitpore and Gurdon Reach ; 
the latter has sinee beon abandoned. 

At the present time, independently of the three Europan officers in charge of our dispen- 
sarica, drawing (with establishment) Rs. 315 a month, we have four European officera attached 
to the Native Hospital, althouzh the number of in-dvor patients does not exeved 75 per month. 
Our income for 1870 amounted to Rs. 48,844, and of this sum Re. 26,784 was expended on 
our European establishment, Rs. 5,671 on rates and repairs, leaving Rs. 16,388 for dieting, 
dlothing, country medicines, and native servants. 

T do not think it is possible to curtail the abovementioned charges under existing cireum- 
stances, for on reference to the enclosed plan the Governors will see at a glance how seattered 
our premises are, and this leads me to another very important point. Tt will be observed from 
the plan of the Native Hospital chat the houses occupied by the officers of the institution tuke 
up more epace than the hospital itself; moreover, the former ure two-storied, the latter only 
one-storied. Ax the building becomes older the charzes for repairs inerease, rendering the 
disproportion betiveen the amount expended on our establishment und the patients still greater 
than nt present. 

I may safely assert that experionce and theory demonstrate the fact that it is impossible 
ever to convert the Native Hospital into a proper asylum for sick penple; it is absolutely 
wanting in means for accommodating attendants on the sick; no amount of alteration can 
supply it_with lavatories or elcsets; the separation of the sick into classrs, or even the roales 
from the females, is impracticable, So urgently have thesv defeuts been felt by former surgeons, 
that Dra, Jackson, Webb, and Buillic, anaivasly desired to move the hospital from its present 
locality. 

Twould urge lastly that not only arc 
stable, the huts of a miserably poor popu 
































the walls of the hospital hemmed in by a livery 
n, and much that tends to hinder the ventilation 
of the building, but that the Nutive Hospital, as (ae town of Culeutta has increased, is now the 
contre of a dense mixed population, and is hardly accessilile to the bulk of the native population 
of Caleutta, Moreover, since the establishment of the Native Hospital, the Medical College 
bas been built within three-quarters of a mile of our premises, and in this latter institation 
Europeans and Enrasians, togethor with natives, are treated, 
the ubove nre some of the reasons upon which I would carnestly urge tho Governors of the 
Native Hospital to consider the proposal I have to make to them, which consists in their 
granting me permicsion to apply to Government for a piece of Jand somewhere between the 
Mint and tho Neemtolluh Ghaut, west of the Strand Road and on the banks of the river. 
This land belongs to the public, and isheld in trust either by Government or the municipal 
authorities; but, under any circumstances, being public property, it is possible the trustees of 
the land may allow us to build a hospital for the use of the publie on it, With the instance 
of St. Thomas? hospital before us, we muy safuly consider the river bank a desirable site for 
the hospital. It would be in the centre of the native city, but at the same time removed from 
its unwholesome influences, The natives of Caleutta, high and low, are unanimously favor- 
able to the plan, and being near the Gurrunbatta dispensary, we could close that institution 
and save not ouly the expenses of its European supcrintendent, but also at least one of our 
European officers at the hospital, ‘The sale of the Native Hospital and Gurrunhatta dispensary 
would yield about a lakh and a half of rupees, and I have collected moncy towards making this 
sum up to a lakh an.i cighty thousand rupees—an amount, Iam assured (as per enclosed plan 
and letter,) for which we can build a new hospital. However, these are secondary consider- 
ions. I would oniy be the Governors’ pormissivu to allow me to apply for land on the site 
indisated, Should the Government refuse this reqnest there is an end of the matter ; if they 
comply with it, I shall lay plans and estimates before the Governors, which will, I trust, 
gonyinee them of the entire practicability of my scheme. Until this has been done, no farther 
etep can of course be taken in the matter. I mean the mere right to build on the river bunk 
would not any way bind the Governors to remove the hospital to that locality. But unless 
this permission from Government is obtained, it would be useless entering into particulars as to 
the ways and means for rebuilding the Native Hospital. It is on this hope I rest, for auless we 
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, 2 
obtain a grant of land, I fear it is useless expecting to raise fonds in the present time to bay 
land with, and this consideration makes me the more urgent in begging the Governors to 
allow me to initiate the above proceedings. The opportunity may not occur again, and the 
necessity for reioving the Nutive Hospital becomes more apparent every year:

The Memorial of Banoo Jotrenpro Moitun Tagore anv ormens, Inhabitants and 
Landholders of the Town of Culvutta, 


To His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 


In the year 1793 the Marquis Cornwallis, considering the gveat need of an hospital for the 
relief of euffering natives, or, us expressed by himself, “the want of an hospital or institution 
for the relief of persons suffering from accidents being severely felt by the native inhabitants 
of Calcutta in general, and more particularly by the labouring part of them,” estblished and 
opened an institution called the Native Hospital in the Fouzdaree House, Chitpore Road. Some 
few years atterwards, for reasons with which we are unacquainted, the hospital was removed to 
its present site in Dhurrumtollah, in 1825 ontedoor dispensuries were established in Parle 
Street and Gurrhnhatta, and subsequently in Chitpore and Garden Reach, These dispensaries, 
with tho exception of the one in Garden Reach, are still kept up and attached to the Native 
Hospital. 

FYour metaorislista| have long felt the ineligibility of tho present situation of the hospital, 
not only on account of its unhealthiness, but on account of its maccessibility to natives, It is 
immediately surrounded by livery stables aud huts of a miserable description, aud it is in the 
centre no longer ofa native, but of a dense mixed population. 

‘The present building is entirely unfitted owing to its construction for a hospital, and it is 
incapable of being converted into a proper one. Moreover, it is entirely wanting in means for 
accommodating the attendants neccssarily required for waiting and watehing the siek, and 
no alterations could supply it with the requisite lavatories and closets; the ceparation of the 
rick, or even of males from females, is impracticable. Your memorialists therefore are most 
anxious for the removal of thie said hospital to a more desirable and healthy locality, Your 
momorialists believe that if a site were obtained, the proeeeds of the sale of the present hospital 
and land on which it is built, together with the Gurrunbatia dispensary, would be sufficient to 
build a good and proper hospital, and one in cvery way furnished with the requirements of 
such un institution. 

Your memorialists believe that a plot of land situate on the east bank of the river Hooghly, 
known as Prosunno Coomar Tagore’s Ghaut, but useless for the purpose for which it was 
intended owing to the course of the river having been altered, would be a healthy site for such 
hospital, and being near the mest populous part of the native city, although’situate on the 
hanks of the river, many natives who are now ubable to le taken to the present Native Hospital, 
or who would not recover if taken there on account of its defects, would gladly avail themselves 
in the hour of need of a hospital if erceted on so eligible a site as that proposed. 

Your memorialists would remind your Honor that. all classes of natives in Calcutta are 
deeply interested in, and most anxious for the removal of the hospital; they feel that the poor ” 
sick natives of this town and port mast be under infinitely better circumstances if located in a 
well-planned hospital on the banks of the river than they would be in Dhurrumtollah ; nor 
would theaite in question interfere with the interests of other people. As the land is at present 
unoccupied, it cannot in fact be well used for any other purpoce. 

Your memorialists may mention that Rajah Buddinaath Roy, a native of Calcutta, and his 
brothers, gave the munificent sum of Re, 50,000 to the Native Hospital, and among others the late 
‘Hon'ble Prosunno Coomar Tagore and Baboo Gopal Lall Tagore each bequeathed Rs. 19,000 
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fo the hospital; further the names altached to this memorial will convines your Honor thit 
rich and poor earnestly entreat thal the lund in qnestion may bo taken up for ‘the site of the 
propoeed building, 

Your momorialists therefore pray that your Honor would be pléased to direct that the 
Innd attached to Prosunno Coomar Tagore’s Ghaut, which ia no longer required or used for the, 
purpose of bathing for the reasons alove stated, may be granted for a site forthe new Native 
Hospital.

Memorandum by C. N. Macnamara Esq., M.v., regarding the removal of the 
Calcutta Native Hospital to the banks of the river, 


Onsecrions aNd ANswitis TO REMOVING THE HosrrtaL. 


0b.—The present buildings might be improved, the house facing the Dhurramtollah road 
being made moro use of. 

“d—Some ten years ago the same idea was put forward, and Rs. 12,000 spent on the 
Dbwrumtolluh house, Notwithstanding this outlay it is found impracticable to convert it 
into uw hospital, and so with the other houses on the premises, IL is simply the story of putting 
new cloth into an old gurment, and if the Licuienant-Governor doubts the correctness of 
my views, I trust he will appoint @ committee to test their soundness. T have nothing to 
gain by removing the hospital from my own door to a spot away beyond the Mint, but I am 
convinced the change is urgently reqnired, und go favorable an opportunity us the present 
may not again oceur. 

0b,—Dhurrumtollah is a central position, and a hospital is very useful there ; why remove 

















it? 

A.—I purpose having a dispensary on the site of our present Nutive Hospital in Dhur- 
rumtollah, the one from Circular Road being removed to Dhurrumtollab, so that the ont- 
patients will lose nothing Ly the transfer of the hosyital to the river bavk, Urgent, cases and 
aecidents will also be taken into the dispensary as in-patients,—a system at present in force in 
all our branch dispensuries,—and wy serviees a iluble fur these in-door dispensary patients, 
All but urgent eases would be sent ou by Dr. Hinder (the resident officer) from Dhurraitollah 
to our hospital, where they would receive the advantage of pure air and hospital accommodation, 
neither of which they ean get under existing circumstances, ‘The in-patients have everything 
to gain Ly the change, and the out-patients will etill receive, as at present, the services of 
one of the most experienced men in Calcutta, Dr, Ilinder, who has been constantly at this 
work for the past ten years, 

(00.—What are my plans regarding the disposal of the existing dispensaries connected 
with the Native Hospital ? 

A.—The Cireular Road Dispensary was opened when a large native population resided on 
lands to the south of Park Street, since covered with houses inhabited by Europeans, The 
people residing in these houses, with « few exceptions, refuse to subscribe to the dispensary, 
and Tam convinced the establishment belonging to the Circular Rond Dispensary, with 
Dr. Hinder (the resident officer), may with’ advantage bo removed to one of the houses on 
the site of our hospital in Dhurruintollab, If we build a hospital at Prosunno Coomar Tagore’s 
Gbaut, evidently we can close the Gurrunhatta dispensary, which ia close by, and save the 
expense of extra establishment. Under proposed arrangements our hospital would be on the 
banks of the river, with branch dispensaries at Chitpore and Dburrumtollah, in place of the 
hospital in the latter locality, and bavinr-in addition dispensaries at Chitpore, Circular Road, 
sod Gorrunhatta.— Vide maps showing sites of our dispensaries, &0., &. 

0d.—Where are the funds to come from to rebuild the hospital with ? 

A—Tiie sale of our Dhurrumtollah and Gurrunhatta property is estimated to yield 
Res. 1,47,000 (vide estimate A enclosed). I have a eum in hand of Rs. 20,000, which can be 
used for the same purpose, and I believe we may save Be. 10,000 in eighteen months, making 
a sum of Rs. 1,77,000, excluding donations, which we may hope to receive.’ The Government 
might be induced to help us a little, We should of course leave our funded property, which 
now exceeds three lakhs of rapes, intact. It appears from the enclosed estimate B that wo 
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could build a central block, and one wing containing in all 80 beds, according to plan C, for less 
than two lakhs of rupees; the west wing cannot be built until we collect funds for the purpose. 
‘We pay rent at present for our Cireular Rond ‘Dispensary. We must, however, eell all our 
ptoperty in Dhorrumtollah, but can take one of the houses from the purchaser on a lense, as 
ie at present done in Circular Road; or if this is objected to, 1 would undertake to buy 
one of the Diurrumtollah houses and to ree’ the price back, with 5 per cent. interest as 
rent, the property to revert to the Governors of the hospital when paid for. It woald take 
abont fifteun years to re-purchass the property in this way ; it would pay well, however, to 
do this, Our Dhurrumtollah and Gurranhata houses were built in 1796, and year by year 
requite more to be spent on repuits, besides which we should save much unnecessary expense 
if we had a compact. and proper building to pnt our patients into. 

0b,—Are there any other reasons for making the proposed change ? 

4A.—Yer, there aré numerous reasons for the change, some of which are mentioned in my 
Iter onelosed to the Governors, y medical man T have consulted on the subject agrees 
with me that the proposed change is very necessary. Eleven of the twelve Governors of the 
hospital are of the same opinion, ‘Tae Port Commissioners have voted in favor of the plan; 
the native community ax a body are strongly in favor of the change; und I trust the 
Lientonant-Governot will on these grounds favorably consider my plans. The subject may 
not be a very urgent one, bt it has been wnder discussion since’ Angust last. Tbe for a 
definite reply ; our repairs, &e., &e., Ke., depending of the Lieutenant-Governor’s decision,

We, tho undersigned, bes most respecttully to bring to your Honor’s 
notice that we have learnt with deep concern that it is in contemplation to 
remove the Caleutta Native Hospital to the Nimtollah Ghat on the following 
grounds:—(1) That the preseit site is not salubrious; (2) the Liver 
Stables being close to the Institution aro injurious to the patients; (3) that 
it is near the Medical College; (4) that the buildings arc scattered and are 
very old, requiring annual repairs; (5) that it isa Native institution and 
ought therefore to be removed to fhe Native quarter 

2. On receiving intimation of this resolution, we submitted a petition to 
the Governors of the above institution, copy of which is herewith forward 
your Honor’s information ; Int no notice whatever was taken of that petition, 
although it was signed by 781 persons, and expressed the feelings and wishes 
of all the inhabitants of that portion of the town where the Native Hospital 
is situated, 

3. As regards the heulthiness of the place, we need not say much, but 
merely allude to the fact that Dnrruutollah Street, on which the Native 
Hospital stands, is considerably supcrior in cleanliness to the Native quarters 
of the northern div a . 

4. The objection that the stables in Durrumtollah Street have an inju- 
rious effect on the patients in the ward, scems quite a novel and ingenious one. 
The principal ward is abont 200 fect distance from the road, and the stables 
have stood there for a very long period ;. and if they had had such an injurious 
offect on the inmates of the hospital as is now discovered, it is greatly suepris- 
ing that none of the learned Superintendents who from time to time haye been 
in charge of the institution became aware of the circumstance, or considered 
it worth while to notice it in their aunnal reports, 

5. Tho opening of the Fever Ilospital (Medical College’ in December 
1852, we would submit, has not in any way affected or reduced the patients of 
this institution, but on the contrary the number of both the in-door and out- 
door patients has greatly increased, as shown in the statement below, frem 
which it is abundantly evident that this institution on its present site is abso- 
lutely necessary.

another century to come. Some of these were not built mero than 32 years 
ago, and the repairs were never made, to our knowledge, ut shorter intervals 
than 4 or 5 years. This year and last year no repairs have heen cflected, save 
that a new dead-houso ha’ boon built, and a new iron shed constructed, con. 
necting the dead-house with the hospital. ‘ 

7. We would here respectfully draw your Monor'’s attention to the Sth 
Institutional Regulation of the Calcutta Native ILospital,’ which provides— 
“That ad descriptions of natives, and such other persons nat exlilled lo the 
benefit of the General Hospital, requiring the assistance of a Surgeon in eases of 
accident, he admitted to the benefits of the iustitution.” Vrow this it is 
unmistakeably evident that only natives are not intended, but the indigenous 
classes of every conmmnity. “We submit that no other reasonable and fair 
interpretation can be put on the passage. 

8. The locality in which the hospital stands is thie 
boing the heart of the town, paticnts resort to the hospital fi 
cutia and its suburbs, especially from Entally, Sealdah, C: 
Kidderpore, Cooley Bazar, &e.” Moreover, cases of accident 
from all the livery stables and from ships lying between Prins 
Ghits direct to the Native Hospital, as the nearest: place wl 
surgical aid can be secured at uny hour. De. Grahin 
vicinity and near to their friends poopie would rather dic 
to a distant hospital. 

9. We would, moreover, submit that several philantheopie gentlemen, 
both European and Native, who are now dead, convinced of the munerous 
advantages of the hospital on ifs present site, and apparently ealeusating on 
the continuance of the institution there, made liberal bequests U) the institution; 
and should the contemplated removal be carried out, we should urge that it 
would be nothing short of breach of public faith, . 

10. For the aforesaid reasons we most respectfully iyi earnestly solicit 
that your Honor will be graciously pleased to. consider this important matter, 
in which the lives of thousands of men are concerned, and withhold your 
Tonor’s sanction to the removal of the Native Hospital from its presentsite. 
If an hospital is wanted in Nimtollah, a branch, such as that in Park Street, 
Chitpore Road, and Gurranhutta (these three are the branches of the Calcutta 
Native Hospital) may be provided at no very great cost; but to deprive your 
petitioners of the Nutive Hospital, the bencfits of which hive heen cnjeyed by 
tlrce or four generations, simply because a hospital is required elsewhere, is 
as illogical as it is uni 

11, Your petitioners on the above premises supplicate justice at your 
Honor’s hands, and as in duty bound they will ever pray.

Wr the undersigned, hi observed with regret the statement in 
tho various public prints that it is the intention of the Governors of the 
Native Hospital to romove the institution from its present site to the northern 
division of the town. Weare ata loss to conjecture the reasons which lave 
led the Governors to resolve on such a step at a time when the hospital may be 
said to be fulfilling all the objects for which it was established, afd which its 
worthy founders had in view. We have every: reason to apprehend that 
should the intention of the Governors to remove the hospital be aflveted, the 
consequences will be disastrous in the extreme, and the benefits to. the poor 
which at present accruo from the institution will be reduced to a minimam. 

3. ‘Tho hospital, as you ure undoubtedly aware, sirs, was established 79

Now, sins, if the hospital is removed, as contemplated, to the northern 
division, you cannot be mmaware of the fact that that division is inhabited by a 
class of stuunel Hindus, who imbued with a stron; rejudiee against Eng. 
lish medicines, and who have erester faith in the prescri 
Kooleraji nin those of the cleyerest English medical doctors. ‘Che mom- 
bers of t s then, itis evident, will not resort to any hospital where Eng- 
lish medicines are dispensed. ‘Those whe have learnt to value English medi- 
cines form but a small minerity, and nage the services 
of medical mon to attend thei at their private r "Nhe poorer classes 
who may desire to avail themselves of English medi an alw y's resort to the 
Gurranhattah, Sooke and Chitpore Road Dis 
to the records of the fag how much the Hindus residing 
in that division appreciate the benefits of institutions where medicines are 
dispensed free of cost. Besides the aforesaid three dispensari you will 
observe that the northern division of the town has the advantagt of the Medical 
College Hospital and the Suburban Hospital. On the other hand, the southort 
division of the town is provided with only two free institutions—tho Native 
Tlospital and its branch, the Park Street Dispensary. 

The object which the Government had in yiew in establishing the 
Hospital and allowing for its. snpport a monthly subseription o 
Its. 1,975-11-2, was, we would subinit, to boncfit the very indigent classes of the 
community, viz. Hindus, Me shomeduns, and the poorer class of Christians alike 
and not Hindus exclusively, as some ‘would seem. to consider. ‘This object 
we are humbly of opinion, cannot be better fulfilled than where the hospital i: 
at present located. 

6. The present. site of the Native Hospital is central, and the inhabitant: 
from ull parts of th sort to it with the greatest facility. Tt wil 
not do to suy that from its position it cannot afford that amount of benefit. te 
natives which it is intended it should. We would only refer the Governor: 
to the duily average of uative out-door patients, and the proportion of patient: 
who are obliged to return unattended to in consequence of the limited staff o 
medical men in the hospital. ‘Ihe first necessity, then, it appears to ua, is te 
inerease the establishment and to enlarge the present accommodation, and no 
to remove the hospital from the place where it has stood for more than thre 
quarters of a century and been productive of so much benefit to the large 
number whe resort to it. 

7. Under these circumstances we fervently trust that the Governors of thi 
institution will not hastily take a step which ‘wo fully believe will tend only 
to deprive a largo number of peuple of the benefits which thoy at presen 
enjoy. ;

be necessary to have two sets of police to look after prisoners,—one at the 
College Hospital for Europeans, and another at the Chandney Hospital for 
Natives, as all persons so arrested should bo placed before the Magistratestafter 
discharge from hospital. . 

2. As the Police Surgeon, Dr. Woodford, visits the lock-up daily, and 
there is besides a native doctor always in attendance, 1 do not consider it 
necessary that every case should be taken to hospital direct. They should, as 
heretofore, be taken to the lock-up, and only removed to hospital when the 
emergency arises.

police, the person so apprehended should be carried to the hospital instead of 
to the lock-up. 


2. In reply I am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor thinks that when 
Europeans are picked up in the street insensible, they should certainly in the 
first instance be taken to the hospital for treatment. 


3. In the present case a man apparently perfectly decent and rospectable, 
the 2nd engineer of a largo sea-goiug steamer, unaccustomed to the climate of 
India, is struck down by heat apoplexy, is carried to the lock-up on the supposi- 
tion that he is insensibly drunk, and dies without receiving any proper medical 
attendance till it was too late to save his life, The native dooter of the lock-up 
dees not appear to have gone near him from 5 p.m, to 8-30 p.m, nor to have 
realized in any way the seriousness of the case. Such an occurrence should not 
be possible in’ Calcutta. 


4. Iam accordingly to request that you will issue instructions to the 
polico that in every such case in future, where a Huropean is picked up in a 
stato of insensibility, if the visit of the Police Surgeon to the lock-up is not 
imminent, the insensible man shall bo taken at once to the hospital. If he 
is insensible and suspected of nothing more than drunkenness, it will be 
unnecessary to station a guard at the hospital. A policeman can go to the 
hospital later and ascortain the result, bringing the patient away to the lock-up 
if necessary after his recovery.

I nave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 3309 of 
the 30th May, relative to the case of the European named Charles Phelps 
which appeared in the Englishman of the 21st idem, directing me to make 
certain inquiries of the chief medical officers of the hospitals and Secretary to 
the District Charitable Society. 

2. In reply L beg to submit copies of letters from those officials, from 
which it seems fhat Charles Fhelps could, if he had tried, have procured 
immediate admission to the General and Medical College Iospitals, or to the 
House of Industry. 

3. It is therefore clear that the statement which Phelps is said to have 
made as to his inability to procure admission to an hospital is untrue, 

4, ILis statement that he had been lying on the maidayn for days 
unheeded is also untrue. He said nothing of the kind to the inspector of police 
who sent him to hospital, and as many Europeans and Natives must have 

assed in the morning and forenoon close to the place wiicre he was found, 
Thelieve he could have been in the maidaun only a few hours before infor- 
mation was sont to tle police. 

5, When I heard of Phelps’ death I made striet inquiries regarding him. 
He was a tramp of the lowest description, who would have nothing to do with 
the House of Industry or any place where he would be compelled to work. I 
am told that he lived on the charity of the shop-keepers in the Kidderpore 
Bazar. Le was twice arrested and sentenced to rigorous imprisonment. He 
was also twice brought up before the Magistrate as a vagrant, but on both 
occasions I hear he escaped being sent to the Government Work-house by 
ringing up persons who suid they supported him. Ile died of dysentery on 
the 21st April. 

6. I may add that having now more leisure, I am endeavoring to work 
effectually the Vagrancy Act and clear out of Calcutta as many “ loaters” a: 
possible, for they are an intolcrable nuisance. 

7, ‘Among the vagrants who have been brought up, I have found several 
very sad cases,—men who have fallen from a respectable position of life owing to 
no fault of their own, but the majority consists of unmitigated scoundrels who 

Jer begging to work, and who employ every description of dodge to avoid 
Being sent to the Government Work-house. I have, however, no doubt that 
with the co-operation of the Calcutta Magistrates, which has been most heartily 
given me, we shall succeed in mitigating considerably, if not in putting an 
end to, the “loafer” nuisance in Calcutta.

3. Under these cireumstances the standing order (which is continually being imprésed 
on all officers on duty) is as follows:—Ii there is a want of beds in the regular warde “of the 
hospital, any person applying for relief must be eurefully accommodated on the ground floor 
of the building. He must further be nursed, fed, and prescribed for, until better arrangoments 
an he made for him. 

4, Europeans thus received are, as a rule, (if there is no likelihood of beds being avail 
able upestaire,| seut after the heat of ‘the day in a palki to the General Hospital at our own

5. he physicians and surgeons of the hospital are very desirous that every case brought 
hore should be received and treated with the utmost eare and humanity, and the orders under 
this head are constantly boing forced oa the atlention of the sub-assistant surgeons and 
studenis on duty.

7. ‘The poor man named “ Phelps,” refetred to in your letter, was under my immediate 
observation und care, He was admitted in a half-starved, dying state, and was kept alive Yor 
three or four days by continuius and most careful nursing, Students and nurses wero told

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III, Ifan applicant be admitted by the master of the House of Industry inn case of 
sudden aud urgent ngcessity, the admission of such person shall be immediately reported to 
the Honorary Secretary, in order that the usual inquiry may be made into the ca 

IV. If the medical ‘officer of the institution upon examination pronounces the pet 
admitted to be laboring under any disease of Lody or mind, the sajd person shall be sent Ts one 
of the public hospitals or to the police authorities, according to th8 circumstances of the case. 

‘V. Ifthe medical officer pronounees the applicant to be free from disease, he shall be 
placed in that part of the institation assigned to the clasa to which he may belong, and shall 
thereafter be treated according to the regulations hereinafter contained. 

VI. Before any one is finally located in the House, he shall be thoroughly cleansed.

2, In reply Tam to state that the Licutenant-Governor is relieved by 
your assurance that Phelps was a man who by choice rather than from 
necessity led the life ho did. At the same time the case of this European is a 
very sad one. 

3. The late case of Robert Campbell shows that a respectable man, a 
stranger to the country, when struck down by the sun, may be mistaken for an 
insensible dranken loafer. And even among loafers there are doubtless, as 
you say in your 7th paragraph, men who are sulering from real misfortune, 
as well as the large class who are vagrants by habit and character. 

4, ‘The position of Europeans lolt destitute or without employment in 
this country is a very difficult onc. Still in Calentta there are the Jails for 
the criminal class, the Iospitals for the sick, the House of Industry for the 
unemployed, and the Vagrant Act for habitual vagrants; and if all these aro 
carefully and judiciously worked, and a man is not unduly diiven about from 
one department or institution to anothcr, or sent to the wrong placc and left 
uncared for altogether, the difficulty may, the Licutcnant-Governor hopes, bo 
got over. Ie thinks that the police should have instructions to bring up 
every European who passes the night out of doors without a homo or place of 
sojourn, or who wanders about the streets begzing. ‘Tho Licutenant-Governor 
trusts that you will go into the matter very carefully, and work judiciously 
the means at your disposal.
